Optimism in the air at Teng-Carter talks 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (Agencies) — President Carter 
and Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping of China concluded their 
formal talks Tuesday, and Teng announced that the Chinese 
and American people have “broad prospects" for building a 
new relationship. 

Carter and Teng left the Whit* House Oval Office in laie 
morning after a two-hour meeting, and the president describ- 
ed their talks witii a rush of -adjectives: “Far -Teaching:, frank 
honest, cordial, harmonious, beneficial and constructive.” 

Then Teng stepped into his limousine and rode to Capitol 
Hill for meetings with members of Congress. 

“I agree to every word the president has just said," Teng 

said. 

Carter said they would meet again briefly Wednesday to 
sign an umbrella agreement covering exchanges in students 
and scholars, science, technology, agriculture and energy.

COPENHAGEN. Jan. 30 
(AP) — A group of Iranian 
demonstrators ended an 8 -hour 
occupation of their country’s 
embassy here late Monday and 
jubilantly proclaimed that the 
ambassador and the embassy 
staff had “come over to our 
side" and pledged loyally to 
Ayatollah Khomeini, the hero 
of the anti-Shah rebellion in 
Iran.

30 (AP) — The ashes of former 
Vice President Nelson Rocke- 
feller were Interred in a sim- 
ple grave Monday on the rol- 
ling, wooded faintly estate of 
Pocantico Hills near the Hud- 
son River. 

The setting was far from 
the clamorous arena where 
the late multimillionaire, a 
four-time Republican gover- 
nor of New York, spent the 
most hectic years of his life 
in vain quest of the presi- 
dency. 

In a eulogy delivered in a 
strong and composed voice be- 
fore about 50 family mem- 
bers, Nelson Jr., Rockefeller's

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KHOMEINI’S OUTLOOK 

As Ayatollah Kihomeioi prepares to return to Iran under 
his own condition:, friends of the strife-torn country hope that 
the specter of civil war will be averted. His return will not 
necessarily eliminate the threat of more trouble in the coun- 
try. His continuing exile, however, will definitely cause more 
problems. It all depends on whether he and Prime Minister 
Dr. Shahpour Bakhtiar can reach agreement on the next step 
in an Iran without the Shah. 

Admittedly, Khomeini does not leave the prime minister 
much choice. He does not negotiate but rather demands that 
has conditions be met. Regardless of whether an observer 
supports or opposes his views, the fact remains that 
Khomeini b as "been faithful to the same principles all along: 
Some misunderstanding may be blamed on the attribution to 
the religious leader of statements that he has not really made 
or on the corruption of other statements he lias actually made. 
Rut there is ample supply of verified pronouncements to make 
his policies crystal clear. 

The major aspect of Khomeini's policy is his determina- 
tion to create an Islamic republic in Iran. The nature of such 
a republic has been the subject of great controversy but 
Khomeini himself has said time and again that he wants free 
elections leading to free parliament (he claims that all elec- 
tions under the Shah and his father have been rigged). Kho- 
meini will also allow party life but rejects ideological parties 
which hold allegiance to foreign powers. He also rejects Marx- 
ists in his own camp and says that they are atheists Khomeini 
opposes bank interest because it violates the teachings of Islam 
but he has taken pains to explain that his faith favors the 
education of women and the freedom of aU religions and 
protection of minorities. 

. On foreign relations, the Khomeini republic will be neu- 
tral. He says he wants tihe Americans to dismantle all their 
bases in his country because they violate national sovereignty. 
He holds Washington responsible for the current plight of Che 
Iranians through its continued support for the Shah but says 
that once this support is- terminated there will be no reason 
wihy Iran and the U.S. will not enjoy friendly relations. 

On the Arab level, Khomeini has already been widely 
quoted that he does not want to play policeman in the Gulf. 
There is talk that he may even return the Gulf islands occigiied 
by Iran a few years ago. Khomeini, who enjoys very good 
relations with the Palestinian organizations, is firmly opposed 
to Israel and does not preclude the possibility of his country 
helping the Arabs against Israel in the case of another war 
in the Middle East. But for obvious reasons, he has been 
careful not to say tha* Iran will actually join the Arabs against 
Israel. 

How would Khomeini achieve all this? The answer ex- 
plains the current difficulties of Dr. Bakhtiar. Again, the re- 
ligious leader has made his position clear in umpteen statements 
He says that a transitional government must be formed to 
hold general elections, leading to a free parliament. He also, 
says that he -has the names of the candidates to the proposed 
government and that they have been contacted and are in ag- 
reement with him on the future of the country. There is no 
indication that the name of Dr. Bakhtiar is among them. 


Politics and deficits

WASHINGTON — 

California's own Jerry Brown 
■has decided it’ s the balanced 
budget that will make him pre- 
sident. He's come out for a 
constitutional amendment mak- 
. ing it obligatory. A number of 
’ men have gotten into the White 
House promising a balanced 
budget but none have gone so 
far as to advocate putting it in 
the constitution. Even Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, a name not 
ordinarily associated with bud- 
gelary equipoise, ran on the 
promise he'd make Washing- 
ton's accounts come out even. 

Perhaps it's because of FDR 
and his successors that Jerry 
Brown has to advocate putting 
it in the U.S. Constitution as 
an obligation. The men who 
wrote the constitution toyed 
with various ways of building 
barriers to the debasement of 
money, but an absolute prohi- 
bition on public deb*, a con- 
dition they ubhored with at 
least as much energy as ■ the 
man from Sacramento, wasn't 
seriously considered because 
they knew that if you take 
away rhe power to contract 
debt you take away the na- 
tion’s power to defend itself. 
To fight u war or prepare for 
one without going into debt 
would mean taxation at a level 
so high people wouldn’t stand 
for it even with the enemy 
at the gates. At any rate, no 
administration in any major 
war has felt sufficiently certain 
of taxpayer patriotism to at’ 
tempt to win on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. Starting with the 
American Revolution itself.

Two-tiered economy in U.S.? 


every important conflict in our 
■history has brought with H 
debt and inflation. 

The current propbsal for 
constitutionally mandating a 
balanced budget realizes this 
and makes - an exception for 
some sort of national defense 
emergency. One exception is 
all that is needed to make hash 
out of the whole balanced bud- 
get idea. The country will be 
kept in a technical budgetary 
national emergency for de- 
cades at a time, and the de- 
ficits will go on as before. 
You can’t draft a law in pre- 
vent public debt if the execu- 
tive and legislative branches 
devote themselves to finding 
ways to violate its intent. 

Beyond that, inflation, which 
we always connect with deficit 
spending, is associated with 
prosperity. "Long before Key- 
nes, people insisted that cheap 
money and good times go to- 
gether. Even Alexander Ha- 
milton. not without reluctance, 
suspected that a degree of in- 
flation could provide the spark 
of economic stimulation. Al- 
though conservative econo- 
mists argue there’s no evidence 
to back it up. to this day. a 
lot of smart people believe 
that the cost of a steady dol- 
lar is unemployment and the 
price of full employmeni is 
some inflation. 

If that relationship has never 
been proven, neither has the 
connection between deficit 
spending and inflation.

SHENG U, CHINA 

Acutely aware of their 
technological backwardness 
but determined to do their 
share in China’s headlong mo- 
dernization campaign, an ar- 
my of 100,000 men and wo- 
men labors 24 hours a day 
on a frozen wind-swept plain 
that is China’s second biggest 
oil field. 

The Sheng Lj workers, toil- 
ing near ancient mud-walied 
villages near the Potiai Gulf 
in Shantung Province, produce 
a heaRhy chunk of the oil 
needed for China’s moderni- 
zation drive. 

Described by its own wor- 
kers as backward compared 
to the showpiece No. I Geld 
at Taching in Manchuria, and 
light years behind the Gelds 
Vice Premier Teug Hsiao- 
pmg will visit m Texas next 
week, it nonetheless produced 
in 1978 an estimated 18.25 
million tons of crude ofl 
worth about SI .6 billion on 
the world market. 

.life has always been hard 
at Sheng Li. 

In wir.ier, chin winds send 
the temperature down to mi- 
nus 20 degrees Celsius while 
in summer 38 degree heat 
turns the treeless land into a 
blazing desert unrelieved by air 
conditioning. 

The alkaline soil has frustra- 
ted farmers and made life 
poor and miserable for the 
villages which have been here 
since the Chi dynasty, more 
than 2* centuries ago. 

TTie e.irth itself, riven with 
numerous rock faults which 


create n i! deposits at wildly 
differing levels, is peculiarly 
resistant to oil exploration. 

To reach oil, (billers have 
had to go as deep as 5.000 
meters or as little as 1,700. It 
is not unusual for a rig to 
drill 1,500 meters without tut- 
ting oil while only 100 meters 
away tons of oil exist. 

What makes it a success is 
the dogged spirit of its wor- 
kers who. for an average of. 
65 yuan ($43) a month, - put 
in a 48-hour, six-day week 
with a healthy slug of over- 
time. 

"Conditions are hard here,’ 
but the country needs us,” 
says Hsun Mmg-chin, 38, who 
is chief of a collection and 
transportation pumping station 
and boss of 36 workers, most- 
ly women. 

"We gee by all right,’’ she 
added. "I am happy to be 
here. do ; ng my duty, as long 
as the state needs me. But if 
a field should open up near 
Shanghai. ..Well, that would 
be better. T would Tike to go 
there." 

Those willing to live here 
receive an impressive list of 
extras: fiee water, electricity.' 
housing, medical care., bath- 
ing Facilities, cooking fuel, 

schooling, nurseries, transpor- 
tation and heating. Because the 
work is physically tough, 
they also get between 15 and 
25 kilograms of rice monthly, 
double the national ration. 

Most of Sheng li’s workers 
have radios, bicycles, vmkt 

watches and sewine machines, 
as weH as higher than average 
savings accounts. But none 

has a home thev can regard 


as permanently theirs. 

As in most pioneer settle- 
ments, women pday a vital role. 
Eighteen thousand walk in 
the fields, some doing danger- 
ous and exhausting jobs. An- 
other 80,000— mostly wives — 
run agro-industrial villages 
which bring in extra income 
to supplement their husbands’ i 
wages. ’ 

Sheng Li — apdy named 
"victory" after the village 
where the first oil strike was 
made in 1964 — needs automa- 
tion and after that, the modem 
. equipment which wED boost 
production and productivity. 
Some of its people recall the 
contributions made in the last 
two years by the Smith Dril- 
ling Oo., which supplied un- 
proved new drilling bits, and 
the Dresser Co., which provi- 
ded up to date logging tools. 
Both are from Texas. 

Aside from this help, and 
ihe acquisition of a Romanian 
drilling rig, Sheng Li is an 
aH -Chinese operation. 

Most of fiie oil from its 
3.000 wells contains between 
10 per cent and 17 per cent 
paraffin, which has to be re- 
moved at refineries. It moves 
from here by truck, raS and 
underground pipeline to Sing- 
tao. Tsinan, Napb'ng and 
other cities which take almost 
all its production. 

A small amount is shipped 
from Tsiogtao to other corn-’ 
tries, chiefly Japan, the Phi- 
lippines, Thailand and Brazil. 

Natural gas from Sheng Li 
is piped to Chipo, 80 kilome- 
ters away, where k goes into 
the production of 300,000' 
tons of ammonia a year. —

WASHINGTON — 

Odds are "about even" that 
the United States wffi. suffer 
a short, mild recession this 
•year, with inflation and in- 
terest rates still rising, the 
Back of America has forecast. 

The Baltic, which is the lar- 
gest in the United States, said 
k was possible that "with a 
little luck,” actual negative 
rates in economic growth, the 
te chni cal definition of a re- 
cession, might be avoided. 

But die essential forecast, 
in sharp contrast to the Carter 
administration’s hopes and 
projections, is that the eco- 
nomy vriti slow down by mid- 
year and that the administra- 
tion's targets for increases in 
wages and prices will be ex- 
ceeded. 

The Bank of America fore- 
cast also daims that the Mid- 
dle East economic boom is 
“over”. Economic growth, the 
bank predicted, will plateau in 
1979, and the surplus of the 
oil-exporting countries will be 
down to about 520 billion. 

At a press conferen c e here, 
Walter E- Hoadley, executive 
vice president and chief eco- 
nomist for the bank, stressed 
that the United States was 
heading toward a "two-tiered 
economy,” with weakness in 
the Northeast, and. something 
near full employment in the 
southern. Sun Belt and in the 
West, 

Hoadley said that the U.S. 
economy’s chief problem is 
the "intractable” level of in- 
flation that has forced inte- 
rest rates to record levels. 
Hoadley predicted that inte- 
rest rates would, continue to 
rise through the ruddle of this 
year, bringing the bank's prime 
lending rate (to best custo- 
mers) "into the twelves.” The 
tale is now 11 j- percent, with- 
in ± percent of the all-time 
high. 

Hoadley said that any deo 
line in interest rates after they 
reach a peak some tune this 
year will be only moderate, 
because the public's expecta- 
tion that inflation mil be high 
“a also expected to continue 
for some time.” 

The bank official — one- 
time chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Philadelphia 
— predicted that "well be 


lucky to see interest rates 
break down through 8 percent 
toward 7 percent.” 

In a later conversation, 
Hoadley said that if the prune 
interest rate sticks in the 7 
percent to 8 percent range, it 
would have grim consequen- 
ces for the economy. 

ttjjt would be bad for in- 
vestment, bad for The stock 
market- and cause revision i n 
the whole (area of) financing 
for business. You could say 
that the era of cheap money 
would be gone.” 

Hoadley said that many in- 
vestors "axe on the sidelines 
expecting long-term rates to 
came down, bin. if we don't 
turn-around inflation, tong 
rates will be sticky, and in re- 
trospect, today's tong-tenn ra- 
tes could look cheap.” 

The bank's basic assessment 
is that tihe real gross national 
■product this year will grow 
at a rate of only 1-9 percent, 
compared, to 3.8 percent in 
1978, with declines of 0.6 per- 
cent and 0.4 percent respec- 
tively in the second and third 
quartets- 

The sluggishness in the Uni- 
ted States would be the key 
element in a slight decline from 
3.9 percent to 3.6 percent in 
world growth, with the rest 
of the industrialized world out- 
performing this country. 

“In sian,” Hoadley said, “the 
U-S. economy wiU still show 
some growth, but it’s out of 
‘syntf with the res* of the 
world.” John Wilson, vice- 
president of the bank’s eco- 
nomics department, stressed 
that “being out of ‘sync’ is 
not aU bad.” Because of the 
better balance in growth rates 
and international accounts, 
Wilson said, the possibility of 
a global recession like the one 
in 1974-75 will be averted. 

According to the bank's 
analysis, if an actual U-S. re- 
cession doesn’t happen in 1979. 
-it will be because business 
Ifiznu have been able to con- 
trol the inventory excesses of 
prior years, and because hou- 
sing has been assured access 
— at a high price — to a 
reasonable flow of mortgage 
money. 

The bank’s forecast, tike 
most private projections, calls 
for a substantial reduction in 
the U.S. deficits in trade and 


in the current (trade and ser- 
vices) accounts for 1979. And 
Hoadley praised the Nov. i 
1978, dollar support, program 
for having introduced “an 
amount of needed uncertain- 
ty in exchange markets” so 
that speculators don’t have an 
assured one-way bet against 
the dollar. 

But be said that "the dollar 
is a treacherous commodity to 
deal with.” On the one hand, 
it has been heavily oversold, 
winch means that h can move 
up briskly on a single piece 
of “good information.” 

On the other band, he ie- 
iported from personal conver- 
sations that Europeans are 
still dubious about the success 
of the Carter adminsstratoin's 
energy and price programs. He 
predicted a fairly steady dol- 
lar, with “intenmtteni” chan- 
ges for the first half of this 
year. Then, “it depends on 
bow the adOTnistration deals 
with the fundamentals of the 
economy-” 

Details of tbe bank's fore- 
cast for the world economy: 

— In Western Europe, a 
more expansive set of policies 
would yield a growth rate of 
3.1 percent in 1979, up from 

2.5 percent in 1978, with in- 
flation virtually unchanged at 

7.5 percent. 

— Supply problems and 
“widespread misaJ location of 
resources” would lead to eco- 
nomic shortfalls in Eastern 
■Europe and in Soviet Russia. 
In addition, the Communist 
economies face difficult balan- 
ce of payments problems. 

— In Asia, Japan will again 
grow at about 5.5 percent, 
but with tbe advance led more 
by tbe internal economy and 
less by export. Korea, Taiwan 
and Singapore are expected to 
gradually replace Japan in the 
manufacture of basic steel, 
chemicals, and other relatively 
unsophisticated producer 

goods. 

— As a result of it persis- 
tant decline, the traditional 
role of the dollar as the 
world's key currency is “threa- 
tened.” But the bank said it 
is “unlikely” that the Euro- 
pean Monetary System will be 
able to impose monetary 
stability. The EMS “nay even- 
tually break down just as si- 
milar, previous agreements 
have,” the bank said. — fWP) 


Battle of the radios

TEHRAN — 
Vitriolic broadcasts denoun- 
cing tfae Iranian government 
and. American interests here 
are being beamed into Iran 
from liwo mysterious radio 
stations. Irate Iranian officials 
believe both stations are So- 
vKt-rohtaolied. 

"Now that the Shah has 
gone, it is the Cum of the 
Americans,” one station, the 
‘'National Voice erf Iran", pro- 
claimed in a commentary heard 
month by U-S. govern- 
ment monitors. “U-S. impe- 
rialism should be kicked out 
of the country and to bell.” 
The National Voice of Iran 
is believed to be based in tbe 
Soviet city of Baku, with a 
staff of Iranian and Soviet 
Communists. Another station, 
calling itself “Radio of the 
Patriots,” gives a post office 
box address in Sweden. 

But Iranian specialists with 
direction-finding equipment 
believe it % has operated from 
East Germany, Bulgaria and 
the Soviet Union. 

"Long live the democratic 
movement of the Iranian peo- 
ple!”, the Radio of the Pat- 
riots said in one broadcast 
this month. It relayed the calls 
of Iranian demonstrators for 
tbe overthrow of the “unlaw- - 
ful” present government of 
Prime Minister Shahpour 
Bakhtiar. 

The stations, which have 
been on the air for _ many 
months, fit into a long tra- 
dition of secret broadcasting 


in Iran. Several yeans ago, the 
Ayatullah Rufaullah Khomeini, 
now Bakhtiar’s leading enemy, 
broadcast programs into, the 
country from a mysterious 
transmitter called "Radio Re- 
ligion.” 

In Iran's present crisis, ci- 
tizens rely heavily oo radio 
broadcasts to find out what is 
happening in tbe country. In 
addition to tbe two major 
dan destine stations — and other, 
smaller ones that operate from 
time to time — the official 
programs of Radio Moscow 
also have many listeners. 

The Moscow broadcasts 
have been pushing for the Ira- 
nian people to arise against 
“the plundering policy of the 
imperialists” — particularly 
American interests. Iranian 
listeners say the tone of Mos- 
cow ■ broadcasts has become 
substantially sharper in > the 
past six to eight weeks. 

UJS. State Department spo- 
kesman Hodding Coder has 
publicly criticized tbe Soviets 
for their radio propaganda - 
But the Soviet news agency 
Tara Masted back that 
Soviet broadcasts to Iran "ob- 
jectively and honestiy report 
developments taking place in 
that conn try." 

Tara said Soviet stations are 
simply carrying “irrefutable 
facte erf the unceasing, unce- 
remonious interference by the 
VS. in Iran’s internal affaire-" 

The Iranian government, 
which for years has maintain- 
ed polite, if not warm, rela- 
tions wKb the Soviet Union. 


has not officially protested any 
of the broadcasts. But the Na- 
tional Voice of Iran has be- 
come particularly vitriolic now 
toward the Bakhtiar regime. 

In a recent broadcast, it 
said, "Bakhtiar is doing all he 
can to dear the Shah — Bakh- 
tiar is acting to cover up for 
(he Sbab and for the open 
US. military and political in- 
tervention in our internal af- 
fairs.” 

One Iranian listener said the 
current tone of Radio Mos- 
cow reminds him of searing 
anti-Hkler broadcasts from 
Moscow during World War 11. 
In addition to Radio Moscow, 
"official” Soviet broadcasts io 
Iran come from Tashkent and 
Baku. 

The most listened -to foreign 
station in Iran, however, is 
act from tbe Soviet bloc but 
the Wes* — Persian — language 
service of the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. The sta- 
tion has been one of the main 
codduofe of Khomeini's an- 
nouncements from bis Parisian 
exile to Iranian listeners. 

Meanwhile, if this nation's 
political crisis settles down, 
Iran itself may become one of 
(he world’s most powerful in- 
ternational broadcasters. The 
national radio service is ins- 
talling 32 new international 
ti^usmjttens with a plan to 
broadcast 145 hours a day in 
42 languages — four times its 
cmreat oversea s programming.

Commenting on the Chinese 
vice-premier '£ visit io the Uni- 
ted States and tbe reception 
accorded him by President 
Carter, “AbBitad” said: 

"It is obvious that the visit 
■is primarily of commercial in- 
terest to both countries. The 
Chinese government has more 
or less agreed to shelve the 
question of Taiwan for the 
next 20 years. American sup- 
port for Peking against the 
Soviet Union is not of para- 
mount concern to the Chinese 
at this stage. To the Ameri- 
cans China means a market of 
800 million consumers who 
are in need of a great range 
of goods and services which 
the Americans can supply. 
The Chinese, on their part, 
consider the United States a 
good source of technology I 
assistance while their country 
rebuilds its economy and mo- 
dernizes ife industries. Their 
aim is to overcome their tech- 
nological backwardness, and 
this can only be done by full- 


scale cooperation with the 
United States, Western Europe 
and Japan. 

"This American -Chinese rap- 
port merely confirms the theo- 
ry that national interests will 
always set the guidelines of 
foreign policy more effectively 
than naval forces and over- 
whelming military superiorit/ 1 . 

“AMesrirab” said that Saudi 
Arabia is playing a leading 
role in order to make Arab- 
Afirican solidarity a tangible, 
positive reality at political and 
economic levels. 

“This Saudi role has been 
instrumental in rallying Afri- 
can support for tbe Arab and 
Palestinian rights which even- 
tually led to the isolation of 
Israel from Africa. 

"Ai the economic level, the 
Kingdom leads the rest of the 
world in the amount of aid 
allocated for development pro- 
jects in African countries. 
Total Arab pledges for finan- 
cial aid to African develop- 
ment projects now amount to 


£282 milli on out of a S361 
needed for execution. On this 
basis, the ' Arab states, led by 
Saudi Arabia, are in the van- 
guard of countries extending 
aid to Africa." 

Israeli pfens and designs in 
southern Lebanon formed the 
bulk of Saudi editorials. 

“AHtiyadh’’ said that Israel 
"fe playing a final trump card 
through its stooges in that 
country. The aim is to occupy 
this part of Lebanon and im- 
pose another *reality’ in the 
Middle East. By using local 
militias, Israel is trying to lure 
the United Nations forces and 
the Arab force in Lebanon 
into another war."

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Paella and other Spanish delights 


By One Kent 

JEDDAH — Perhaps the most well-known of Spanish 
dishes is tbe Paella. There are hundreds of recipes for it in 
Spain, since this is a dish which can vary depending upon 
What meat, fish and vegetables are available. It would there- 
fore be ideal for a party dish in Saudi Arabia. 

- It gets its name from the shallow, two-handled frying 
■pan in which K is traditionally cooked. These pans range 
from six inches diameter for one portion to about two feet for 
parties. It is however, perfectly possible to cook paella with- 
out a paella pan. 

Spain is alm ost surrounded by sea and subsequently has a 
good supply of fresh fish and shell fish. The Spanish know how 
io make seafood truly succulent, whether it is sknply broiled 
and spnnk'ed with fragrant olive oil and fresh lemon juice 
or served in a silky-smooth sauce. 

Meat is prepared and cooked in. just as many varied ways. 
There is a saying in Spain — “In the north they stow, in the 
central plains they roast, in die south they fry." This homily 
could be applied to both the climate and the cooking. 

Vegetables and salads ore usually served as a course by 
themselves, although a simple grlen salad may accompany a 
meat dish. The most famous vegetable dish from Spain must 
be Gazpacho — a thick, cold tomato soup made from toma- 
toes, onions, green peppers and cucumber. 

Faefia 

2} lbs. chicken, cut into pieces 
i lb. chicken livers 
> cup olive oil 

1 tsp. paprika 

2 whole garlic cloves 

2 tbsp. minced parsley 
1 medium onion, minced 

1 pimento, chopped 
} tsp. saffron 

2 tsp. salt 

1 3/4 pts. chicken stock 

2 cups Long grain rice 
1 lb. large shrimp 

1 tin mussels or clams 
1 cup frozen peas 

Use the wing tips and giblets from the chicken to make 
Lhe stock along with chicken bouillon cubes. CuH the chicken 
into small pieces and s&ute in a large skillet with the chicken 
livers, in the olive oil. Cook until crisply brown; sprinkle with 
paprika. Place garlic cloves and a few slices of onion in the 
pan as the chicken brgtons. Remove chicken and livers to 
large casserole and set aside garlic. Add parsley, remaining 
onion, and pimento to pan. and add more oil if needed. Cook 
until cnion is soft 

Crush saffron with the browned garlic and salt in a 
mortar and pestle. Stir in a tablespoon of warm water to dis- 
solve. Add this to the onions in the pan. Add the rice to the 
pan. and stir to a glaze with oil. Slowly add the chicken stock 
and bring to boil. Transfer rice and stock to the casserole. 
Place peeled shrimp and mussels, and the peas, on the rice 
and stir to distribute ingredients. Place casserole in the oven 
at 350 Fahrenheit and bake uncovered until liquid is absorbed 
(about 25 minutes). Sprinkle a tablespoon of olive oil over 
the top and cover casserole. Cook for a further five minutes. 
Serve in the casserole. Serves 8. This dish is usually cooked 
entirely on the top of the stove in the paella pan. With the 
yellow saffron rice, green peas, red pimento etc., it makes a 
very colortu! dish. 

Cordero Asado Madrfleno 
Roast Lamb, Madrid style)

A continuing undeclared state of war

ARANYAPRATHET, Thai- 
land — “Paholyothin Two, cal- 
ling Bird. Tdi us what you 
see your three o’clock. Over.” 

“Don’t worry. That was one 
of our flock. How are things 
out thera‘ > '' 

“Looks fine here. Over." 

“Good luck and hang in 
there.” 

‘Taholyothin Two” and 
“Bird” — radio code names for 
two troopers of ThaflaniTs 
c'ile Border Patrol Police — 
sit somewhere in the jungles 
along toe dangerous Cambo- 
dian frontier. A few kilome- 
ters away over an unmarked 
boundary bristling with land- 
mines is a Vietnamese invasion 
force tangling with hold- outs 
of the Cambodian army. 

Thailand’s BPP are a tough 
but thin line stretched out 
over 4,700 kilometers of some 
of the wildest and hostile fron- 
tiers anywhere: The embattled 
border with Cambodia, the 
world's largest narcotics flow 
and a welter of insurgencies 
across 1,7 J0‘ kilometers ad- 
joining Burma, Communist in- 
filtration routes " from neigh - 
boring Laos, and a decades- 
old Communist insurgency on 
the Malaysian frontier. 

Geography in recent years 
has not been kind to Thailand 
or to the BPP. who have paid 
heavily for their mission of 
guarding die frontiers and 
fighting Thai Communist re- 
bels who often use the border 
areas as sanctuaries and con- 
venient routes for military 
supplies from Communist 
neighbors. 

This mission has caused a 
disproportionate number of 
casualties for the BPP and 
some hard feeling between 
them and the army. 

The Royal Thai Army, 


about 180,000 strong, admits 
that it takes roughly half the 
casualties of to© BPP, which 
number only 20,000. But the 
army maintains its job is to 
garrison the heartland and 
only provide back-up for the 
BPP in emergencies. 

Some senior BPP officers 
claim that army reinforce- 
ments often come too late and 
cannot go right into the battle 
zone when they do arrive to 
help. 

"The Thai army wifi fight 
down to the last border patrol 
policeman,” ' cue veteran Wes- 
tern analyst in Bangkok says. 

Some of the same aina has 
been buTR up around the BPP 
as tends to ding to the world’s 
elite military units like the 
U.S. Special Forces ("The 
Green Berets”), the French 
“Paras" and legionnaires and 
the British commandos. 

Thailand’s Queen Ssrikk has 
written lyrics — sung to the 
tune of “Dany i Boy” — about 
the dangers and lonely lives of 
toe BPP men whose long stints 
in the jungle, the sang says, 
provide a trooper with only 

“the mono and tbe rifle resting 
on bis chest” 

And Hke many military men 
who five with danger, the 
BPP are noted for some hefl- 
raising and not always stick- 
ing to the regulations. There 
have also been allegations from 
time to time that some BPP 
have been involved in the lu- 
crative narcotics trade along 
the Burmese border. 

“Don’t' think of the Border 
Patrol Police as nationalists, 
heroes or idealists,” says police 
Maj. Gen. Sompote Wllaijit. 
commander of the BPP’s eas- 
tern and western regions. “It's 
just the way some people 
choose to eam a living.” 

Sompote. who was one of 


the first to join the BPP when 
it was set up almost 30 yeans 
ago, heads his forces along 
the 800-kflometer-long Cam- 
bodian border which has been 
in a riaie of undeclared war 
for more than three yearn. 

Until late last year when 

Cambodia's energies were fo- 
cused on the war with Viet- 
nam, the border area was the 
site of bloody raids and mas- 
sacres by tbe Cambodians, 
periodic clashes and shellings. 

No matter who w3l domi- 
nate Cambodia in the future, 
the BPP along tbe frontier do 
not see prospects for a peace- 
ful frontier. The Thai Com- 
munist insurgency also shows 
no signs of abating. 

During fighting in 1976, 87 
BPP died and 189 were woun- 
ded. In 1977, 135 were killed 
and 429 wounded. And al- 
though the second half of 
1978 saw a lessening of the 
Cambodian frontier problem 
the BPP deaths that year 
numbered 133. 

Sampote says the BPP fight 
guerrilla style, moving quick- 
ly in small unfts and striking 
fast. The BPP are also in- 
volved in rural development 
programs in “sensitive areas," 
setting ud schools, clinics and 
even some agricultural sta- 
tions. 

Tt takes more in a person 
to become a Border Patrol Po- 
liceman” Sompote says. “He 
most use his own initiative in 
a given situation. He fights by 
certain principles bat often 
not undo* any regulations.” 

The policemen average 21 
ycare of age and 99 per cent 
are bachelors and volunteers. 
They receive the basic train- 
ing given regular poKce re- 


cruits but then are put 
through an intensive course in 
guerrilla warfare, counter- 
insurgency, and other subjects. 

“It’s a sad fact that we of- 
ten get people because they 
have nowhere else to go,” 
Sompote says. “Unlike the ar- 
my or the national police de- 
partment, we seldom get those 
who graduate from military 
or police academies. Most of 
our officers come up from the 
ranks. Maybe' people have rea- 
lized the* war is not as glorious 
as it was thought to be.” 

. Irrespective of their back- 
ground, tbe Handling of the 
current complex situation at 
the Cambodian border speaks 
well for the BPP, 

Besides their defense du- 
ties, toe BPP must often deal 
with refugees who have come 
across the border, some of 
them Cambodian soldiers 
who had earlier staged brutal 
raids into Thailand and killed 
some of their colleagues. In 
one incident, not forgotten at 
this border town. 29 civitiafls 
were killed and their villages 
were burned to the ground. 
Seven children and one preg- 
nant woman were found whh 
tbek throaty slashed. 

The public instructions from 
Bangkok are to push back re- 
fugees fleeing Cambodia but 
the reel word to the BPP is 
to “be flexible” and deal with 
the escapees on a case by case

JEDDAH — Many vege- 
tables destined for (he dinner 
table can also be replanted to 
produce beautiful house plants. 

rhe Lentil, an easy and fast' 
growing plant, should be start- 
ed about ten days in advance 
Jf you intend showing it off. 
FtH a small, 20-centimeter clay 
pot two-thirds full with moirf. 
average soH mix. Place fifty 
lentils on the pot soH and co- 
ver with a half -centimeter of 
moist soil. Place the pots in a 
brightly lit window and keep 
the soil moist. The seeds will 

sprout within a few days. 

A pot of tall lentils makes a 
pretty sight, with deficate. grey- 
green leaves and small, biirito 
flowers. Though the plant wiH 
last only a few weeks, it is 
*eU worth growing because of 
its charm and simplicity. 


Date pflbns 

Tiny palms can take root 
from date seeds. Hant the seeds 
three centimeters deep in pott- 
ing soil, and keep them in a 
warm closet until germinated. 
Keep the soil moist. After the 
first shoots appear (about two 
months later), bring them into 
the daylight. These little palms 
grow weH in the Kingdom. 

Pineapple 

With a hide luck, pineapple 
tops vnfi eventually produce 
handsome, spiky plants bear 
ing their own fruit. Slice the 
top off a pineapple, leaving 
about three centimeters of 
the fruit attached, then cut 
away the outer part to expose 
a fibrous central core. Sore it 
in a warm place until it is com- 
pletely dry. 

Next, cut away a few outer 
leaves and place the dried top 
in a jar of water, with the 


core just toiKfaing the water. 
When the roots have grown 
about ten centimeters long. 
dol tite pteP* carefully. Don t 
Slow the roots to grow too 
long, for they wfll ^reakm 
transplanting. Keep the potted 
pineapple in a warm, ugh 
spot. 

Peanuts 

Peanuts make interesting, 
quick-growing, bushy plants. 
Take a handful of unroasted 
nuts and crack their shells. 
Place them in potting soil in 
a warm. Fight spot, remember- 
ing to keep them moist. These 
plants wifi last for only one 
season. If you want more dur- 
able greenery, try the same 
method with unroasted coffee 
beans. 

Carrolls 

Carrots create a lovely dish 
garden because of the charm- 
ing feathery, green leaves that 
grow out of the tops. Such dish 
gardens are short-lived (three to 
six weeks), but since they are 
so easy to grow, there is no 
problem in keeping carrot tops 
sprouting as frequently as car- 
rots appear on the dining table. 

To moke a dish garden, cut 
the tops five centimeters off 
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several carrots, Select an' al . 
tractive bowl and put a three- 
centimeter bed of pebbles in it. 
Place the carrot tops on the 
pebbles (cut side down), and 
add more pebbles to hold them - 
ip place. Leave at least half 
the tops of the carrots expos- 
ed. Add water up to the level - 
of the pebbles, and maintain 
the water at this point. Keep 
lhe dish garden in bright 
light 

The vriictfe carrot root can 
be planted in flowerpots or 
soil. In six to eight weeks, these 
plants wtffl send up stalks whh 
flowers that resemble Queen 
Anne's lace. 

Potatoes 

While the vegetable itself fe 
no beauty, potato plants grow • 
to about 60 centimeters in 
height and produce pretty pur - 
pie flowers that resemble to- 
mato blossoms in shape and 
form. A smaH potato with bods 
already starting to sprout is 
best for starting your own 
plant. FrH one-third of a 15- 
centimeter pot with mois». ave- 
rage soil. Put the potato, whole, 
on ’top of this and cover with 
another three centimeters of 
dirt. Keep it in bright sun. 
and water when dry.

PASADENA, Calif — Pic- 
ture. this: A turbine, bigger 
than the Los Angeles sports 
arena, with two giant fans in 
the center. Sink 250 oF these 
huge machines into the Gulf 
Stream off the coast of Miami, 
holding them in place with 
steel cables nearly three kms 
long anchored to the ocean 
floor. The fourknot current 
slowly rotates the giant turbine 
fans, producing enough electri- 
city to power a large part of 
F.orfda. 

The scheme sounds farfetch- 
ed, as do many of the alterna- 
tive energy ideas that have been 
proposed in the past few years. 
And hopes for an easy solution 
to tbe energy crisis have often 
given such exotic ideas a quick 
following of believers before 
there is proof that they wiH 
work. 

Placing turbines in the Gulf 
Stream is one of about 5,000 
alternative energy plans being 
studied by U.S. companies and 
the institutions under contract 
with the Department of Ener- 
gy. They range from the well- 
known windmill to the almost- 
unknown magnetic fusion, 
which involves using a magne- 
tic field to contain the fusion 
of hydrogen atoms at tempe- 
ratures approaching 100 million 
degrees. 

Robert Porter, a Department 
of Energy spokesman, says 
little government research mo- 
ney is now being spent on solar 
heating and cooling, although 
there are projects investigating 
use of solar cells to generate 
electricity. 

Other research is being done 
on pflans to get natural gas 
from seaweed, to bum coal 
more efficiently and to use' the 
rise and fall of ocean waves 
to produce power. Porter says 
toe bulk of federal ocean re- 
search money, about $30 mil- 
lion. is going into the study of 
ocean thermal energy conver- 
sion (OTEC). a process (hat 
would rdy on differences in 
water temperatures at varying 
depths to produce electricity. 

Federal spending on new 
energy technology is expected 
to be about $3 biHion this 
fiscal year, five times what it 
was before the Arab oil embar- 
go of 1973-74. 

As with the Gulf Stream pro- 
ject, being done by Aeroviron- 
ment Inc. of Pasadena, (he 
goal of these projects is not 
so much to find out whether 
electricity can be produced, but 
whether it can be generated in 
sufficient quantities and at a 
low enough price to be com- 
petitive with of!, coal or natu- 
ral gas, the so-cafled fossil 
furls. 

“Putting turbines in the Gulf 
Stream is a sexy application,” 
Porter says, urging a skeptical 
view of all such ideas. “Even 
if it works, by itself it is pro- 
bably not going to save the 
world. We believe the woriM 
can. be saved, but it will be 
through a variety of applica- 
tions.” 

A look at toe Gulf Stream 
project provides some insight 
Into the pitfalls and problems' 
associated with turning a scien- 
tific theory into a $20 billion 
engineering marvel. It's an 
idea that looks good on paper, 
has shown promise in labora- 
tory research, and has produ- 
ced a yes answer when fed 
into a computer — but will 
only be proven with further 
study. 

"The inveotor came to uc 
after a half-million doUars bad 
been spent oh. it,” says Peter 
B.S. Lsssaman, Aerovironment’s 
wee president for aerosciences. 
“We looked at it and decided 
it’s not a crazy scheme at 
all.” 

. Lissaman said toe firm calls 
it the Coriohs program, in 
honfir of toe French engineer 
arfd mathematician, Gaspard 
Gustave de'Coriolis, who wrote 


a scientific paper in 1835 des- 
cribing the effects of toe earth’s 
rotation on moving bodies. 
His theory, toe Coriolis effect, 
was later applied to explain the 
movement of ocean currents. 

Aerovironment, founded in 
1971, conducts atmospheric and 
environmental studies for 
clients and also manufactures 
scientific instruments used in 
those studies. Its president is 
Paul MacCready, an authority 
on atmospheric and aerodyna- 
mics who in 1977 won the 
Kremer prose — and $85,000 — 
for his design of a pedal-power 
ed aircraft 

One of toe company's found- 
ing directors is Murray GeH- 
Mann, a professor at Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology and 
winner of the 1969 Nobel prize 
for physics. 

The firm has a $230,000 con- 
tract with the Department of 
Energy for toe Coriofis pro- 
gram. 

The basic concept for the 
ocean turbine Is toe work of 
two engineers, David F. Thom- 
pson and WHtiam J. Mouton. 
They put in four years of de- 
sign work and testing before 
bringing their research to 
Aerovironment, Lissaman said. 

As proposed, each turbine 
would be 560 feet in diameter, 
with the turbine fans mounted 
in a floating hull 360 feet long. 
The array of turbines would 
be 23 meters below the ocean 
surface, enabling toSps to pass 
over them. Each machine 
would be held in place by an 
anchor weighing 6,000 tons. 

Lissaman says they would be 
placed 42 kms off. toe coast of 


MSami. in an area known to 
have toe swiftest ocean cur- 
rent in the wortd. The four 
knot Gutf Stream wiH rotate 
the turbines about once every 
nfinutc, he said, with each tur- 
bine having a rated, capacity of 
75 mcgnwaUs of electricity an- 
nually. 

As proposed, the 250 tur 
bines would have a rated an- 
nual capacity of about 18,000 
megawaits, but would probably 
produce only about 10.000 
megawatts. Lissaman says. By 
comparison, a new nuclear 
power plant has a capacity of 
about 1,100 megawatts and a 
conventional oflburning plant 
about 700 megawatts, with an- 
nual production substantially 
less than those figures due to 
lower average demand for 
electricity. 

Lissaman says that although 
the turbines may seem immen- 
se, the design is “Victorian eng- 
ineering, toe sort of stuff that 
built toe Brooklyn Bridge.'* He 
says a New Orleans shipbuild- 
ing firm saw the design and 
gave verbal assurances that ft 
could build the turbines. 

AMtoush Lissaman describes 
the project with toe enthusiasm 
befitting its director, he admits 
that It may ran into problems. 

The biggest unanswered 
question Is what effect 250 giant 
turbines woirid have on the 
flow and speed of the Gulf 
Stream. The current flows nor 
th along toe eastern seaboard 
Co Canada, moving out to sea 
and carotid around through 
toe Caribbean Sea and back np 
the coast of Florida. lit affects 
and controls toe weather pat- 
tern for much oi the Atlantic 
Ocean, and any disrapttoa of 


that pattern for toe purpose 
of producing electricity may not 
be acceptable. 

The Aerovironment research 
is aimed at providing a more 
precise estimate of how the 
Gulf Stream will be changed 
by toe turbine array. Lissaman 
said his cate illations indicate 
that it would slow the current 
less than one per cent. 

The research project should 
also show whether toe rotation 
of the turbines will cause vibra- 
tion problems. 

lissaman said the next step 
wifi be to find an investor or 
company interested in financing 
construction of a working tur- 
bine, estimated to cost 5100 
million, to provide a final test 
of the proposal. 

But toe real unknown is 
whether the cost of building 
and using the turbines would 
be competitive with toe price 
of tapping other sources for 
electricity. Data compiled by 
Aerovironment shows eiectri* 
dtjr produced by the turbines, 
deuvered on shore, wilt cost 
about 4.1 cents per kilowatt 
hour, compared to about 5.5 
cents for a new nuclear power 
(riant and 2.6 cents for a new 
oil burning plant 

“Ocean turbines is an aw 
fofly complex technology that 
we don’t know much about," 
says Porter of the Energy De- 
partment “The Aerovironment 
rtudy will go a long way to- 
ward helping us understand it 
better. But until we see that it’s 
technologically possible and en- 
vironmentally acceptable, we 
won’t know whether it writ jrfay 
a rtrie in our energy future.”

Hi-Fi For The Successful 
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U.S. has record trade gap 
despite fall in oil imports 


WASHINGTON Jan. 3U 
(AF) — The United Stales 
finished 1978 with a record 
$28.45-billion deficit in 
foreign trade, the government 
said Tuesday. The deficit in 
American foreign trade ac- 
counts was a major cause in 
the decline of the dollar dur- 
ing the year. 

The Commerce Department 
said the trade deficit was 
worst with Japan, which sold 


the United States SI 1.6 billion 
more in goods than it bought. 

IF there was any good news 
in the trade picture during 
the year, it was that imports 
of foreign oil declined 6.8 per 
cent to a total of $39.5 billion. 
Oil imports in 1977 had total- 
ed $42.4 billion. 

The Commerce Department 
said the over-all trade deficit 
in December was $2.04 billion, 
an increase from $1-95 billion 


Spain to open talks 
on EEC bid next week 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 30 (R) — 
Spain will formally open ne- 
gotiations with the Common 
Market next Monday on its 
bid to join the community. 
EEC officials say. 

But detailed talks on the 
Spanish application, the most 
complex of the three now be- 
fore the nine existing mem- 
bers, will not begin until after 
the summer. 


Negotiations with Greece 
are already well advanced, 
with all the major political is- 
sues settled. An agreement is 
expected to be signed in the 
summer, so that it can join 
the community in 1981. 

Portugal has formally open- 
ed negotiations, but. detailed 
talks have been held up, part- 
ly by the change o£ govern- 
ment in Lisbon.

U.N. calls for new tariff rule 
despite votes of rich countries

UNITED NATIONS, Jan. 
30 (R) — Despite negative 

votes from the United States, 
Canada and the nine European 
Common Market countries, 
the General Assembly has ap- 
proved a resolution calling for 
reform of the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT). 

The resolution, which pass- 
ed by 110 to U with 11 absen- 
tions, emphasized the rights of 
developing countries in any 
changes made to the interna- 
tional trade regime. 

Hie North American and 
EEC countries did not detail 
the objections which prompted 
their votes, but they apparent- 
ly disapproved of changes 
mentioned in the resolution, 
including special treatment for 
developing countries. 

The resolution said that any 
new codes or rules in nego- 
tiations affecting developing 
countries' trade should not be 
adopted without full partici- 
pation and acceptance by 
those countries. 

Tbe assembly also urged ail 
participants in multilateral 
trade negotiations to assess 
jointly the impact of the 1973 
Tokyo Declaration concern- 
ing additional benefits to de- 
veloping countries and to take 
corrective measures as neces- 
sary. 

Developed countries were 
urged to extend full coopera- 
tion to ensure the successful 
conclusion of current multila- 
teral trade talks. 

Multilateral trade negotia- 
tions currently under way are 
known as the "Tokyo Round."

ROME, Jan 30 (Agencies)— 
Premier Giulio Andreotti's 
minority Chmtiun Democratic 
government, stripped of i*s vital 
Communist support, neared 
collapse Tuesday amid mount- 
ing terrorist violence. 

Andreotti made an 11 th hour 
appeal to parliament for sup- 
port Monday but politicians 
said the fate ot his government 
was sealed and that he would 
present its resignation either 
late Tuesday evening or Wed- 
nesday. 

Tuesday more leftist terror at- 
tacks were reported. Bombs de- 
vastated a Rome shop, fire 
swept through two supermarkets 
ai Ostia near Rome, a motor 
home was set ablaze in Naples 
and a radical party office was 
wrecked in Milan. 

Speaking to both houses of 
parliament Monday night 
Andreotti asked the four par- 
ties which have propped up his 
government to “salvage a work- 
ing arrangement” that would 
permit a stable administration. 

But his speech which was 
being debated Tuesday, was 
coolly received by all excepi 
Irs own party 

The political crisis was touch- 
ed off by the withdrawal of 
the powerful Communist party 
last Friday from the five-party 
pact on which the government 
relied. 

The communists accused the 
government ot mismanagement 
and demanded cabinet seats, a 
condition which the Christian 
Democrats have consistently 
refused. 

In nis speech, Andreotti lis- 
ted the ach-evements of tfie cwo 
governments he has headed 
since July 1976.
